(1) Short title and commencement:—(1) These rules may be called the Coinage (Standard Weigh and Remedy of the one rupee 
coins containing Copper 75 percent and Nickel 25 per cent) coined (in commemoration of Shri Rajiv Gandhi), Rules, 1 992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gi zette. 

(2) Standard weight and Remedy allowed on the Coins coined in Commemoration of Shri Rajiv Gandhi:—The Standard Weight 
of the coin of one Rupee coined, under the provisions of section 6 of the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906) in commemoration of 
Shri Rajiv Gandhi and the Remedy allowed in the making of such coins shall be as specified in the Table below:—
